Missing women not forgotten 

Investigators and family members keep search going for those who've vanished

The search for missing

“It’s 
unfortunate the large per¬ 
centage of missing are Abo¬ 
riginal, but that speaks his- 
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torically to the larger issue 
of vulnerability.” 

Alberta RCMP Cpl. Wayne 
Oakes said that while Proj¬ 
ect Kare, a unit devoted to 
investigating disappear¬ 
ances of high-risk people, 
doesn’t catalogue the miss¬ 
ing by race, “a dispropor¬ 
tionately high ratio is that 
of First Nations women.” 

He added police have re¬ 
ceived past criticism about 
perceived minimal efforts 
to find Aboriginal women in 
the province. 

“It was suggested police 
don’t put the same degree 
of emphasis on those cases.

Afghanistan At least nine 
people were killed when 
Taliban guerrillas, includ¬ 
ing waves of suicide 
bombers, launched a se¬ 
ries of attacks in east 
Afghanistan yesterday, offi¬ 
cials said, in a clear up¬ 
surge of violence. 

Suicide bombers at¬ 
tacked, or attempted to at¬ 
tack, government and se¬ 
curity offices and a mili¬ 
tary post in two key east¬ 
ern towns, Gardez and 
Jalalabad. Gunbattles raged 
in Gardez amid confused 
reports of the fighting. 

In Gardez, capital of Palc- 
tia province, the U.S. mili- 
taiy said at least three sui¬ 
cide attacks were reported. 
The Taliban said 15 suicide 
bombers launched attacks 
against government build¬ 
ings. 

Separately, two would-be 
suicide bombers attempt¬ 
ed to attack a militaiy out¬ 
post near the airport in 


Jalalabad, a former Taliban 
stronghold and capital of 
Nangarhar province, bor¬ 
dering Pakistan. 

The Taliban, leading a 
growing insurgency 

against the Western- 
backed government and 
seeking to drive foreign 
forces out of Afghanistan, 
claimed responsibility for 


both attacks. Violence has 
surged across Afghanistan 
since thousands of U.S. 
Marines and British troops 
launched major new offen¬ 
sives in southern Helmand 
province, the heartland of 
the Taliban and the major 
producer of the opium 
poppy that funds the insur¬ 
gency.

Police detain more protesters 



unrest Iranian riot police 
clashed with hundreds of 
pro-reform protesters in 
central Tehran yesterday 
and detained dozens of 
them, a witness said, in the 
latest unrest over last 
month’s disputed election. 

The witness said demon¬ 
strators were chanting slo¬ 
gans against President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad 
and the government, in¬ 
cluding: “Ahmadinejad — 
resign, resign” and “Death 
to dictators.” 

The witness said police 
beat protesters who had 
gathered in Tehran’s Haft-e 


Tir square in defiance of a 
ban on such demonstra¬ 
tions following the June 12 
election, which the opposi¬ 
tion says was rigged in 
favour of Ahmadinejad. 

“Riot police are taking 
dozens of protesters into 
their cars and they are tak¬ 
ing them away,” the witness 
said. 

“There are hundreds of ri¬ 
ot police and plainclothes 
(security forces), beating 
people who gathered to 
support (opposition leader 
Mir Hossein) Mousavi,” the 
witness said. 

The clash erupted four 
days after confrontations 
between police and protest¬ 
ers for the first time in 
weeks on Friday. reuters

Turning away from extreme

t was only a couple of 
years ago that the na¬ 
tive peoples were 
threatening to shut 
down parts of the 
country’s railway system at 
their national day of 
protest. One of the protest 
leaders was Teriy Nelson of 
Manitoba. He enthusiasti¬ 
cally declared that “we can 
shave $200 billion off the 
GDP of Canada.” 

Things have thankfully 
calmed down since then. 
Mr. Nelson is a candidate 
for the leadership of the 
Assembly of First Nations 
which will be decided in 
Calgaiy. 

But of the five contest¬ 
ants for the position his 
chances are deemed re¬ 
mote at best. The winner 
will likely be one of the 
more conservatively in¬ 
clined candidates, Shawn 
Atleo or John Beaucage. 

That’s surprising be-

cause the AFN has 
not exactly had an 
easy time with the 
Conservative govern¬ 
ment. It cut its fund¬ 
ing to $7 million 
from $10 million. The 
Conservatives also 
did away with the 
Kelowna Accord, a $5- 
billion program of so¬ 
cial assistance. 

But under outgoing 
national chief Phil 
Fontaine, the First Na¬ 
tions have moved to 
see gains can better 
be made through con¬ 
ciliation. The leading 
candidates to succeed 
Fontaine are focusing 
on economic development. 
They want more invest¬ 


ment in housing 
and education to 
address their high 
cost of living. 

Education is high 
on the candidates’ 
agenda. It’s ap¬ 
palling that fund¬ 
ing for aboriginal 
students is $1,200 
less than the na¬ 
tional average. 

Shawn Atleo, the 
regional chief of 
the AFN for British 
Columbia, is seen 
as the frontrunner 
in the election, in 
good part because 
the voting under 
the AFN’s antiquat¬ 
ed system is done by the 
countiy’s 633 chiefs and 
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about one-third of them 
are from B.C. The 42-year- 
old Atleo is pushing hard 
on education reform. His 
main challenger, John 
Beaucage, grand chief of 
the Union of Ontario Indi¬ 
ans, is an economist who 
favours more self-govern¬ 
ment. A third strong con¬ 
tender is Saskatchewan’s 
Periy Bellegarde, who is 
pressing for an overhaul 
of fiscal relations with Ot¬ 
tawa. AFN elections are 
hard to predict. In the past 
they have brought forward 
radicals like Mathew Coon 
Come. This time such an 
outcome is unlikely. 
Though their problems are 
enormous, though their 
living standards are em¬ 
barrassing in a country of 
such wealth, the First Na¬ 
tion chiefs appear content 
to favour pragmatism over 
extremism. 

How long that will last is 
the question.

Four modest proposals for a new AFN chief 



The Assembly of First Na¬ 
tions (AFN) is at a cross¬ 
roads as they vote for a 
new national chief today. 

The eventual winner 
must adopt reforms to put 
First Nations first. Among 
them: 

1) Become accountable. 

Results of the annual 
Frontier Centre for Public 
Policy Aboriginal Gover¬ 
nance Index, an on-the- 
ground survey of indige¬ 
nous people in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
found: 


• Close to half of all re¬ 
spondents reported fav¬ 
ours and payments were 
exchanged for votes. 

• About 74 per cent said 
members of the chief’s 
family disproportionately 
receive jobs in the commu¬ 
nity. 

• About 30 per cent 
knew of people removed 
from the community for 
political reasons through a 
band council resolution. 

• Sixty-two per cent said 
they “do not really” or 
“never” received access to 
the band’s business plan or 
financial statements. 

2) Recognize the central 
role of private property in 
promoting prosperity. 

The AFN is uniquely po- 
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sitioned to promote pri¬ 
vate property rights within 
First Nations, which would 
allow members to secure 
loans, build businesses and 
become self-reliant. Pre¬ 
venting development may 
look bold, but traps com¬ 
munities in poverty. 

3) Lead by example and 
reform the AFN. 

In 2005, the AFN’s Re¬ 
newal Commission called 
for drastic reforms, includ¬ 
ing adding a one-member, 
one-vote system for the na¬ 
tional chief. Do it. 

4) Stop playing politics. 


The AFN stalled major 
initiatives that would have 
improved the lives of in¬ 
digenous peoples: Axing 
the First Nation Gover¬ 
nance Act in 2003 allowed 
electoral fraud to contin¬ 
ue; the AFN’s call for a 
three-year period before 
human rights legislation 
can be mandated for re¬ 
serve governments ex¬ 
posed indigenous people 
to further oppression; re¬ 
cent calls to pull legisla¬ 
tion that grants equal mat¬ 
rimonial property for First 
Nation women leaves 
women more vulnerable.

ly called up to provide 
room service for the Pitts¬ 
burgh quarterback. When 
she arrived, apparently no 
room service was neces¬ 
sary, and Roethlisberger al¬ 
legedly committed non- 
consensual sexual acts 
with the woman. 

The lawsuit in¬ 
cludes 12 claims, in¬ 
cluding assault, sex¬ 
ual assault and bat¬ 
tery, false imprison¬ 
ment, fraud, inva¬ 
sion of privacy and 
defamation. No 
criminal complaints 
have been filed, ac¬ 
cording to the report. 

This is the first off-field 
issue for Roethlisberger 
since his much-publicized 
motorcycle incident in the 
2006 off-season. He crashed 
into a van while not wear¬ 
ing a helmet, breaking his 
jaw and nose.

Truth be told, I'm a bit of a 
closet greenie, which is 
why the Camry Hybrid 
suits me just fine. 

I don’t wear my respect 
for the environment like a 
badge — no beard, no san¬ 
dals, no baggy cargo shorts 
with 101 pockets. And I 
don’t feel the need to drive 
anything that shouts ‘hy¬ 
brid’ to passersby. 

The 2010 Camry Hybrid, 
save for subtle badging on 
the sides and trunk, is near¬ 
ly identical to its gas-pow¬ 
ered sibling. It enjoys same 
taut lines, wide shoulders 
and cladding-free sheet 
metal — and an even nicer 
front grille treatment. 

The 2010 Camry Hybrid 
is available in one model, 
powered by Toyota’s Hy¬ 
brid Synergy Drive system, 
which has been installed in 
more than one million hy¬ 
brids since 1997. In this 
configuration, it mates a 
2.4-litre, 16-valve DOHC 
four cylinder gas engine 
with a high-torque electric 
motor, storage battery and 
energy management sys¬ 
tem. 

The system can deliver a 
combined 187 hp across a 
wide band of engine 
speeds.

That joke by Britain’s 
Ronnie Corbett has noth¬ 
ing to do with the topic of 
this column. 

But I figured a bunch of 
you would tune out imme¬ 
diately if I launched with 
the actual topic — the new 
proposed auto emissions 
regulations. Forging the 
right regulations is obviously 
a worthwhile exercise, just 
not a particularly uplifting 
one, as it usually entails accu¬ 


satory tones, convoluted ex¬ 
cuses, and the spectre of rep¬ 
rimands. 

But this round of regula¬ 
tion talk at least has the 
Obama factor in its favour. 
The “cool” U.S. president 
started the whole thing off 
this May when he an¬ 
nounced the new standard 
that roughly mirrors the 
proposed California clean 
air standard, and that it 
would be enacted by 2016, 
four years earlier than the 
original deadline of 2020. 


But the most novel as¬ 
pect of these tough new 
standards is that they 
would be national, replac¬ 
ing the patchwork of state 
legislation that so infuriat¬ 
ed the automakers. 

Some automakers and 
some industry watchers 
contend that consumers 
won’t buy these new su- 
per-duper fuel-efficient 
thingies — because the 
new standards will surely 
make them more expen¬ 
sive, and because many 


won’t fit their lifestyles. 
The evidence used by this 
camp is that many super¬ 
efficient vehicles are al¬ 
ready on the market, and 
they’re not exactly flying 
off the shelves. 

So we get this “stick” ap¬ 
proach being applied to the 
automakers, and some “car¬ 


rots” like Ontario’s propos¬ 
al to offer rebates between 
$4,000 and $10,000 for 
plug-in hybrids and electric 
cars purchased after July 1, 
2010.

Back in 2002, when Porsche 
introduced the Cayenne, 
purists went crazy. One of 
the world’s most respected 
sports car companies was 
making a truck? Just what 
were these Germans smok¬ 
ing, anyway? 

Some pretty good stuff, 
as it turned out. The 
Cayenne has proved to be a 
smashing success, and 
judging by my 2009 V6 
tester, has earned its keep. 

At a starting price of 
$56,100, the V6 is the entry- 
level model to the V8 en¬ 
gines in other trim lines. Its 
290-horsepower, 3.6-litre 
V6 may take 1.5 seconds 
longer to get to 100 km/h 
than the next-step-up V8 
Cayenne S, but it’ll cost you 
another $18,000 to go that 
heartbeat faster: other 
models range from $74,100 
to $152,200. And this isn’t a 
low-slung chicane carver, 
but realistically, a 2,160-kg, 
top-heavy hauler. This is 
not to say it doesn’t have 
sporty character, which it 
does, but that there should¬ 
n’t be any shame in show¬ 
ing up at the country club 
minus two cylinders. 

The base model comes 
with the expected stan¬ 
dard features, including 
12-way power seats, auto¬ 
matic climate control, 
rain-sensing wipers, and 
power liftgate. 

Cayenne sounds great 
and offers plenty of power, 
and at 12.7 L/100 Ion with 
my heavy foot, did better 
than I expected. It would 
have probably been near 
the top of my “all-time 
favourites” list except for

its six-speed manual trans¬ 
mission. 

I love rowing gears as 
much as the next person, 
but this time around, I’d 
opt for the available auto¬ 
matic, which is a much bet¬ 
ter fit to this vehicle. The 
throws are too long and the 
clutch is too short, making 


it tough to get a smooth 
shift; I had trouble finding 
a comfortable seating posi¬ 
tion for the pedal, and the 
foot-operated parking 
brake is a no-no on a vehi¬ 
cle that already has your 
left shoe occupied. 

This Porsche’s all-wheel- 
drive is split 38/62 front to 
rear under normal driv¬ 
ing, but can sent up to 100 
percent torque either way 
if necessary.

For 21 Inuit women in 
Nunavut, receiving their 
master’s degrees in edu¬ 
cation isn’t just a personal 
success, it’s a historic 
event marking the begin¬ 
ning of a bright future for 
the territory. 

The 21 female educators 
were recently awarded the 
first graduate degrees ever 
presented in the young 
Canadian territoiy, proving 
that determination and 
hard work can make possi¬ 
ble the goal of having 
Nunavut’s education sys¬ 
tem one day run by its own 
people. 

The recipients all suc¬ 
cessfully completed a 
three-year masters of edu¬ 
cation program led by the 
University of Prince Ed¬

presented in both English 
and the native Inuit lan¬ 
guage of Inulctitut. She says 
the students not only rose 
to the challenge but ex¬ 
celled in the program. 

“English is a second lan¬ 
guage for eveiy one of 
these graduates and 
they’ve worked very, very 
hard to get these degrees. 
The quality (of scholarship) 
is there,” Walton said. 

From the program’s start 
in 2006, students under¬ 
took a combination of face- 
to-face classes and online 
learning over three years to 
make it possible for them 


to earn their degrees with¬ 
out having to travel away 
from Nunavut. 

“One of the things we 
were committed to was 
that students wouldn’t 
have to leave Nunavut, we 
would come to them. The 
ultimate goal is that the ed¬ 
ucational system in 
Nunavut will be run by Inu¬ 
it,” Walton said. 

Walton, who lived for 15 
years in Nunavut, conduct¬ 
ed a survey of Nunavut ed¬ 
ucators in 1995 that 
showed educators in 
Nunavut were desperate to 
pursue advanced qualifica¬ 


tions but simply couldn’t 
leave their families to 
study in the southern parts 
of the countiy, leaving sen¬ 
ior educational positions in 
the territoiy held by south¬ 
erners. She saw a burgeon¬ 
ing need and decided to do 
eveiything she could to fill 
the educational void left in 
Nunavut. 

“They needed to have 
professional learning 
brought to them — there’s 
almost no expertise about 
Inuit education in Canadi¬ 
an Universities,” Walton 
said. 

Shuvinai Mike, one of 
the 21 graduates, believes 
the degrees she and her 
classmates have received 
signal a shift towards Inuit 
values in Nunavut’s educa¬ 
tion system. 

“These degrees will help 
our people to enter leader¬ 
ship roles and say that our 
values and ways are the 
best ways for our people. 
That cultural identity really 


has to be part of the school 
system. We can now put a 
voice to our ways,” Mike 
said. 

Millie Kulilctana, another 
graduate of the program 
and executive director at a 
school in western Nunavut, 
told The Globe and Mail 
she hopes her and other 
graduates’ example can in¬ 
spire others to pursue lead¬ 
ership in education. 

“Education is the founda¬ 
tion of anything we set out 
to do. We have shown what 
can be done,” Kulilctana 
said. 

For Walton, graduates 
like Kulilctana signal a new 
way forward for Nunavut’s 
educators. 

“People are saying it was 
a transformational learn¬ 
ing experience for them — 
they’re really learning who 
they can become now as 
educational leaders. 

“They’ve created their 
own vision together,” Wal¬ 
ton said. 


Gossip will not hold up in court

fter 11 years as 
the sole service 
manager for Lee 
Munro Chevrolet 
in Paris, Ont., 
Franklyn Patterson appar¬ 
ently had had enough of 
his job. The feeling must 
have been mutual. 

The day after a long shift, 
Patterson’s wife contacted 
the company stating that 
her husband was not well 



and would not be at work 
for the next few days. 
However, when Patterson 
awoke the day after to find 
his own job posted in the 
classified section of the lo¬ 
cal news, he was per¬ 
plexed. He hadn’t been 
fired, and he hadn’t re¬ 
signed. 

Sometimes a company’s 
actions create a situation 
where an employee be¬ 
lieves that he or she can no 
longer continue in the job. 
If that belief is reasonable, 
then the employee can 
treat himself as having 
been fired. And in Canadi¬ 
an employment law, when 
you are fired, you are enti¬ 
tled to severance. 

Believing that the post¬ 
ing of his job in the local 
news made it impossible 
for him to continue with 
his work, Patterson sued 
the company, arguing that 
the posting should be 


equated with his dismissal. 
Interestingly, an Ontario 
judge recently agreed. 

According to Lee Munro, 
the principal of the dealer¬ 
ship, Patterson’s claim for 
sick leave was nothing but 
a sham. He believed that 
Patterson’s absence from 
work was a pre-meditated 
scheme for making a claim 
under the company’s new 
disability plan. Having 
heard that Patterson’s wife 
was receiving long-term 
disability payments, he was 
certain that Patterson’s 
plan was to do the same. 
As Munro explained, once 
Patterson left work, he did¬ 
n’t think he would return, 
so posting an advertise¬ 
ment for his job was a logi¬ 
cal step. 

Although the court found 
that Munro’s belief in Pat¬ 
terson’s plan was reason¬ 
able and honestly held, it 
was not based on evidence 


— but rather on specula¬ 
tion and gossip. In any 
event, based on the medical 
evidence, Patterson was 
genuinely ill and unable to 
work at that time. 

In an employment law¬ 
suit, honest intentions 
don’t always matter. Work¬ 
place rights are assessed 
based on what was a rea¬ 
sonable course of action. 
In this case, the court ruled 
that the “inescapable con¬ 
clusion” was that placing 
the advertisement for Pat¬ 
terson’s job in the news 
without providing any ex¬ 
planation or even inform¬ 
ing him that it would be 
published was tantamount 
to his dismissal. Patterson 
was awarded nearly a 
year’s salary and his legal 
costs.

“My area of interest was 
self-government and inter¬ 
national human rights for 
indigenous peoples,” says 
Idlout, who divides her time 
between Toronto and her 
hometown Iqaluit. “The 
problem was that every 
time a new government 
came in, we were forced to 
re-educate new ministers 
instead of moving forward 
in the rights of our peoples. 

“Because I took that to 
heart, it really got me down. 
I didn’t have the spirit for 
politics anymore.” 


Instead, she developed 
into what New Yorker 
magazine describes as a 
“fierce, alternative rocker” 
— possessing an edgy grit 
that could only come from 
someone used to bouncing 
between homes. Early in 
her life, Idlout’s father 
bolted from the family and 
her formative years were 
spent both in the Nunavut 
capital and Ottawa. 

Idlout turned to music as 
a creative outlet for ex¬ 
pressing not only her own 
dealings, but also those of 
her home community. The 
title cut of her first solo ef¬ 
fort, 2004’s E5-770, My 
Mother’s Name, stems from 
a 1940s-era Canadian feder¬ 
al government method of 
identifying Inuit people. 

“It seemed to me that

this acted as the first cen¬ 
sus for Inuit,” Idlout ex¬ 
plains. “But more impor¬ 
tantly, it was a system that 
they used to fail our chil¬ 
dren. The way the system 
worked back then was ‘get 
’em while they’re young’ 
in terms of colonization.” 

With punlc-fuelled defi¬ 
ance, Idlout also addresses 
issues of suicide and do¬ 
mestic violence — the lat¬ 
ter leading to an unexpect¬ 
ed campaign. The track 
Lovely Irene, from Idlout’s 
2009 sophomore effort 
Swagger, was converted in¬ 
to an acoustic number, An¬ 
gel Street, and grabbed the 


attention of Iqaluit mayor 
Elisapee Sheutiapik, who 
rechristened the street on 
which the city’s women’s 
shelter is housed. She later 
called upon other Canadi¬ 
an cities to name a street 
Angel in honour of women 
nationwide who have been 
victims of domestic vio¬ 
lence. 

Small wonder that Idlout 
was the ideal choice to open 
for The White Stripes dur¬ 
ing their visit to Iqaluit in 
2007. The media attention 
surrounding that visit also 
highlighted Iqaluit as quite 
the centre of arts activity — 
carvers, folk singers, metal- 
heads — beyond traditional 
throat singers and other 
Inuktitut-singing perform¬ 
ers. Much of that attention 
can be credited to the likes 


of Tanya Tagaq Gillis, a 
throat singer renowned for 
collaborating with Bjork, 
and folk-pop sensation Su¬ 
san Aglulcarlc. 


“Nowadays there are peo¬ 
ple who are coming up with 
even newer, contemporaiy 
forms of music that’s mar¬ 
ried to Inuktitut.”

1/2 tsp (2 ml) crushed 
dried chilies, or to taste 
1 small onion, finely 
chopped 

1/2 cup (125 ml) finely 
chopped Italian parsley 

METHOD: 

1. Put all sauce ingredients 
in sealable plastic bag and 
shake to mix. Rub steak 
on both sides with half the 
pepper, then put steak in 
bag and close. Refrigerate 
30 minutes, or up to 2 
hours, turning once. 

2. Meanwhile, place wire 
cooling rack over paper 
towel. Bring potatoes, re¬ 


maining pepper and 
enough water to cover to 
boil in pot over high heat. 
Reduce heat to medium 
and simmer until potatoes 
are almost tender, 10 min¬ 
utes. Transfer potatoes to 
rack. Lightly coat potatoes 
on both sides with 
nonstick cooking spray 
(preferably olive oil). 

3. Remove steak from 
sauce. Boil sauce vigorous¬ 
ly in small pot 3 minutes, 
stirring constantly. 
Remove from heat and 
cover to keep warm. 
Meanwhile, coat grill pan 
with nonstick cooking 
spray and set over 
medium-high heat. Cook 
steak and potatoes until 
steak is done to taste (3 to 
4 minutes on each side for 
medium-rare, 4 to 5 min¬ 
utes for medium) and po¬ 
tatoes are crispy, about 4 
minutes per side. Thinly 
slice steak across grain. Di¬ 
vide potato and steak 
slices among 4 plates. 
Spoon about 2 tbsp (25 ml) 
warm sauce over each 
serving.
